They are ftill very Earneft in fortifying 
their Lines behind the Queich; and, as they are not 
a little apprehenfive of a Defign upon Landau, they 
work Night and Day on the Fortifications of the 
Piace, which they have already ferrounded with Paii- 
fadoes and Redoubts. We are here of Opinion, that 
as foon as the Allies fhill have intirely pafled the 
Rhine, the Troops in this Neighbourhoud will allo 
fhife their Quarters. In the mean time the French 
carry off all the Corn and Forage that they find m any 
of our poor Peafants Houfes. When one of their 
Parties was thus employ’d at Lambfheim, they were 
furprifed by a {mall Body of Huffars. The French had 
timely Notice enough to efcape, but were forc’d to 
leave a!l their Provitions behind them, which confe- 
quently fell to the Share of the Auftrians. Yefterday a 
Regiment of French Huffars, and a Regiment of Dra- 
goons, went to forage in the County of Luningen, but 
they return’d very foon, on receiving Advice, that the 
Huffars made frequent Courfes in x J Neighbourhod. 
The Inhabitants of Alface, and of that Part of the 
Palatinate which lies on the other Side of the Rhine, 
leave their Habitations daily, and are carrying off, as 
fat as they can, all their beft Effects, 

Mentz, Aug. 14. Laft Sunday Night the Auftrians 
who form the Van-guard of the Army of the Allies, 
began to pafs the Rhine, and pafled it completely 
the Day before Yefterday. The Grofs ‘of that Army 
under the Command of the King of Great Britain, 
arrived this Day in our Neighbourhood, and wil) pats 
that River To-morrow Morning by break of Day.
